- MT Latarch ſays in ſome Part of his Morals, © That Plato being de-

thing to give them any Law whilſt they enjoyed ſo much Proſpe- 
_* rity; ſince nothing is ſo fierce, arrogant and untameable, as a 
Man that thinks himſelf to be in an happy Condition; Therefore 
© certainly a Proſperous Man, who is Judge in his own Cauſe, will, 
© as Plutarch ſays, be very unwilling to receive Advice, as a thing 
"© ſeeming to command him, leaſt the Force of Reaſon ſhould feem 
_ © to leſſen his Power by obliging him to ſubmit to Truth. It may 
be confider'd how far this may be ſome Perſon's Cafe, who in a 
_ Cauſe of Juriſdiction; proceeds to the Excommunication of the Bi- 
ſhop of Kildare, and Dean of Chriſt- Church, and will admit of no Ap- 
peal, ſince that may do Juſtice, and other Judges may not be of his 
Opinion; but he is ſure he can give Sentence for himſelf. The De-
